" Quartoro lallun — M.ii'amon (load — 
Maximilian in hiding — iho Imperial 
army disbanded" — is iha subsianco of 
a laconic telegram Irom the coinmauder 
of tl)0 Liberal forces in iloxico lo tba 
UiDistor roprosenting the intoroalfl ol 
the Juarez Govornnieut at the City of 
> Wasbington. A deal of sonnational 
riibbibh bas been fla-^hod over the 
wires tot iho past few nionlbs cono 
aerning this very same Maximilian 
and tbo miserable poopio whom bo 
oame all tho way from Aastria, five 
yoars ago» to rale. At one time, not 
many months ago, it was said that 
Maximilian had abdicated and loft 
the country ; at another, that Marshal 
Bazaine, tbe French commander, had 
placed bis . Majesty iu oonflnciuont 
booanse ho refasod to give up certain 
correspondence tbatoompromiaed ^a^* 
poleon; and lastly, thht be had to *' cut 
Btick" and left his'frionda to be dealt 
with as traitors by Juarez and his 
Liberals. All those stories are now 
known lo have boon without founda* 
tion — made u|) in the United States to 
oxcito popular looling against the 
poor, docoivcd Jimperor. iJai the last 
despatch, wo think, is in the main 
correct. Instead ot abdicating, Muxi-t 
milian throw biuisolf into tho hands ot 
the Church party lor support. Tlio 
wealth of tho Mexican Church in cno:-- 
tnouo. It possesses iaimouso laiid^d 
iaterosiB ; and now hero ouo of Italy or 
Spain arc calhoJrals so grand or mora 
richly endowed than iu Mexico, Amid 
all tbe convulsions and changos 
through which tho unhappy country 
has passed since 1820, the Church has 
maintained its supremacy aud its 
wealth nq&'witbBtanding frequent 
threats and attempts to despoil it 
by needy Bopablioau Governments. 
From this party and the better class ot 
Mexicans, Masimilian received a warm 
welcome. A member of tbe House ol 
Hapsburg, one of the staunchosl 
Oatholio families in Europe, the stas 
bility of his tbrono guaraoteed by 
17apoloon, and Bepnblioa being just 
then at a dipcount owing to tho in- 
terneoine etrng^lo in tho United 
States, there was every reason to bo- 
liuvo that his Government would be 
BufHoieut-ly strong to hold in check 
the spirits who had long kept the 
country in a stato ot excitement and 
turmoil, and ai tbo same time furnish 
a security for lite and properly which 
had not boon enjoyed since 18:^0, when 
tho Spanish yoke was ihrowii oil' and 
the indepondonco of the country prOo 
claimed. Pleased beyond expression 
with the manner of his receplio[i| 
Maximilian organized bis Govornniunt 
and ascended tho throne which the 
departure of tbo President Juarez hud 
left Open to him. For a limo every- 
thing went on swimmingly wii^ tho 
yoabg Boqpororj but just when ho 
bad eucoeoded in bringing something 
like order out of tho state of chaos 
into which 'the ooanlry had fallen 
throngb Bttccessive years of mlsgov- 
ernment, the American war camo to 
an end, and the Amerioan GovornN 
ment, fully impressed with the Monroo 
doctrine, wbiob is that the Eepublic 
of the United States is dcstiaed to 
absorb the North American contit^ont, 
sent its agents to cncourago Juarez in 
his cllbrls to regain his lust ground, 
and over since a bloody and rclentlcH-s 
warfare has been waged botwucn tho 
French aud iinpcrial forces on one 
side and Lbo li'-publicaa suldiors, suj)- 
pliod with arms from tho American 
border, on tho othei- ; until ISapoloun, 
tired of tho oxponso of maintaining an 
army there, und requiring all his sol. 
diers at homo in an anticipated strug- 
gle over tho Luxemburg quoslion, 
yielded to tho demands of the Amori- 
oan Government and the clamor of his 
own people and withdrew his army. 
ForE>aken by the French troops Maxi- 
milian might easily have left with 
them and placed himself beyond the 
reach of harm j bat a stern senso ot 
duty seems to have impelled him to 
make a final stand rather than desert 
those who bad welcomed him to tho 
country dnd who had remained true 
to his cause Ibrongbout. If ilio dus,- 
patch is to be bolioved, thu I^mporcr 
is now u liigitivo wiih u price sot upon 
his head by tho people wlio.se inior„ 
osts ho 8001X18 really to havo had at 
heart. Having got rid of Maximilian 
tho Kepublicans will assume power. 
But tho nature of tho poo])lo is such 
that they cannot long remain quiet 
under any form of Government, and a 
very few montha will olapso before wo 
shall again bear of revolutions and 
conntor^rovolutions, and tho Mexi- 
can s will go on decreasing in popula>< 
tian and sinking lower and lower in 
tho Bcalo of humanity until, too weak 
to offer any resistance, they will 
either bo overrun by their groat 
neighbor, or will fall beneath the 
hool ol some military despot, who 
will Btamp oat tbo last spark ol liber- 
ty that they possesB.

After 
viiiuly rusistiiii; lor a time, be finally got tbe 
lictiiico, lor which he paid $5. It blinply 
givrie him perinia>ioo to ply or let tlio bual 
' Spiiodwell," whiuli pennissuui be does not 
wish, as ha only lequirea at iulervala, lew 
und far betweun, to letcb his produce to 
market ; and as to letiiog ihe boat, be never 
thought of it. The present licence, for wbieb 
! paid SS, lasts one mrnib. He will re- 
quire to renew it every time he comen to 
luwD. It will easily be perceived that this 
demand of $5 out o' every $30 h too liouvy ; 
it bas positively discouraged tho larrajr ro- 
lerred to, and it is an act of injasticc, for 
those situated where they can easily drivu 
their produce to town do not roqoire lo pay 
S5 per month as lioeDce lot their wagons.

(WiTii Corr. siioudcnco London TimfS ) 
Tlia Kmperof has inada a concCHsion 
which was nut included in his letter of the 
I9ih ult, about crowoiog tbe politiunl edilice 
raised by tbe will of tbe nation in '62. He 
thought perhaps that tbe news was too good 
to be disclosed before the public mind was 
suffieietiily prepared for it by previous relas- 
aij.'iis. The Tribune, not tho metajihuricjl 
Tiilmne, but the inalerial one, is to bo ro- 
elecli'd in the Legislaiivo Chamber. Work- 
men are now employed io puitiog together 
the pulpit from wbiob, in other times, and 
down to tbe Coup d'Etal, orators were wont 
10 make their spuucbo?, and it is said the 
iiiiilcrliils, niiirble and mahogany, aro the 
Hurne that coi]ipo#ed it when first sol up. 
TIju history ol this 'Jribune Is curious. Ii 
seems lo have been origiuully mudo for tbe 
Hall of the Five Hundred, The bas-reliefs 
that adoroed it were, on its overthrow, taken 
to dec rale the platform oo which tbe chair 
ol the President of tbo Chamber was placed, 
rtiey consisted uf two len);ile figures — ona 
ibe iVluse of History, wriung ; tho other 
Fame blowing her truinpol. Tne GulMe cock 
^iruttod belora tho Judios, and belweou ibom 
was a sort uf altar, at the foot of which was 
Ihe double>faoed Janus — one side turoeJ to 
itie past, that is, to llistury; tbe other to 
Fidie, personifying the future ; and on the 
top was Ihe imago ol f.iberiy. When tho 
iMve Hundred werj thrust out of door.J, or 
out uf window, by the b.iyonots of Hinia- 
(larte's gienadiers behind tuenc Iu ucceinraie 
Llieir speed, the duties wbiob tbo topmost 
image was assomed to perform became a 
sinecure. The Tnbune was lokeo down, auci 
tho fragmenlH slowed away in tho cellars 
of the Li:i;islativo L'uluee, not, however, 
before sumo far-flighted ollieial had nuni 
bered in black paint tba marble slabs uf 
which it was composed, so that when tbe 
Chambers were agaiu re- established under 
tbe resioralioo these slabs, tbe very exisuenoe 
of which bad been forgotten, were taken out 
of Ifi- ir hiding place ami sot up once more 
in order. Uiidor the July (jovernmeiit the 
Triliuiio was removed lo tho new Charnhor 
of Deputius, which is tbo idenlical Legisla- 
tive Chamber of to-day. It was not useu 
under tho Kepublic of '48, lor the Constitu- 
tional and i^a^^iulativo Assoniblies were nol 
held in tho present building, but in tbe court 
yaid in v-hut was called tho ' pasteboard 
hall, wl.ich, like tho Coustltutioo of tho iie- 
liod, had been huddled up iii a hurry, and 
was (inly intoudi'd lo bo tLmjxirary. The 
Coup d Elat ol 'o'J, like tbo C'oi(;> d'Etal ol 
Urutnaiie, fell heavily on all three — the 
pasteboard bait, the Tribuosj aud the Con- 
stiiutiim, Tbe Legislative Body was in- 
Nialled in the place it now aHSombles iu ; the 
CoMHiitulioM quilo evaporated ; and tho I'ri- 
bunn, again taken to pieces, had ils disjtcla 
inciiilira unco mora coiisinned to the caia- 
ooibs. I'bia time, also, soino prudent band 
marked tbe pieces as before, so as to be 
fortbooming whenever the *'politioal cdiliee" 
came to be " crowned." They havo slepi 
there lor 1.5 years, and bavo ouco inoru been 
ili.Hioierrt d by ibu urchileot ol tho Li'gisla^ 
iivo Cliauibor, by order of Ino Kiiiporur, 
eoiiiiiuinicMied by ils President, hi, Wulew- 
ski, to itj arcbiieot, ^, de Joly 'I'bo beuchs 
ea where the Miniktcrs, or rather the Coam 
oillora of State who spoke for the Uovcromeol 
used to sit, are removed, and will bo sent 
dowu to tbo ciaino dreary oboilo wlioro tbo 
I'libuno lay ho long | and Iho Ministors will 
reeumu their old places on tbo Irunt eeula ol 
tbo Chamber.

The Bevolution iu Uayti. 

By Why of Panama we (5. F. liuUeiin) 
have further pariiculars of the revolution in 
Hayti. From the Kingston (Jamaica) 
Gleaner of March 25th, wo buniinuriir.e the 
followiog : 

Tbe acts of the FTaytlcn people succekdini; 
iLo revolution of the 22d were bucI; ns to 
lead tbe Picciident lo decide on abdicating. 
This last determination on tbe part of tho 
President was arrived at in consequonco of 
tho de|iotiment ot St Marc, about 30 tuilos 
north ot PortraU'Princo, liavicg taken up 
arms nguinst him, under Victorin Chevallier 
aud Gen N BSnge of that departmunit 

On Wednesday morning, the 13th, Presi- 
dent Gellard voluntarily resigned, ond pub-, 
lislu'd bis not ol abdication, and a Pro7is:on- 
al Government wag forthwith oslablishuil, 
consisting ul the Cabinet members and ibu 
Senalo. The President bavioK left thu Na- 
tional Palace, and lakon bis family with biin 
embarked on board tho French stoamcr D'- 
tCstiiing, tiien in port. Tbo Provisional Go- 
veiunient immediately sent the' Haylien 
steamer Alexandre Pili o to St Maro with a 
Jepiitatiou lo tho revolutionary leaders, in 
order to arrive ut an amicalilo understanding 
with tho iudurgenls of St Marc, ond to in- 
form tb^m of the resignation of President 
QeSrord. 

The revolution reported in Port-au-Prince 
a fortoigbl ago, bad beon completely quelled 
by GeUrard previous to tbo emeule of Si 
Marc. 

The assault on the National Palnco took 
place at midnight of the 22d ol h''ebruary. 
The Presidcut'd bedroom was riddled with 
shoiA. 

As soon ns the Preaident's araQCsty to Ibn 
prisoners was published, and Ibe insurt^eota 
sot Irec, they loft no time in currying the 
aciiaiion and spirit of disafleciion iiiio Sr 
Marc's, and on or about the 8ib of March, 
ibe people ni that district took up arms and 
made G<jn NissafiO prisoner, but bo was re- 
leased on parole, that Lu would head ibem 
on the march to Port-ou- Prince. As soon 
as President Geffrard became uwaro that thu 
position was untenoble, unless by the shed- 
ding of bloud, ha miido up his mind lo ahdi- 
eate, us ho was u\erso lo any hosiile pio> 
eeedings ; and he immediately called upon 
Ihe Senate to meet on tbo 10:11 insiant to 
elect a President. Tbe net ol abdication 
was unconditional, and was addressed to his 
Minibiry und tbe principal nrembera of the 
army. 

President Geffrard dismissed bis former 
Ministry, and luuned u good one, in lliu li(i|)e 
ol meeting ttio popu'ar wish, but it hud no 
eflect upon tho people. Tho Minislry, in 
order to secure the popular voice, had called 
upon six popular members to loim a Privy 
Dounoil, consisting of tbo following: Geo 
G Paul Gen Phillippeaux, Gen Petion Fuu- 
hert, Andie Germain, L. Duval, Gen Uu« 
Irene. 

Gen Nis^ago is a colored man, and so is 
Peiion Faubert, who aecompaiiiod Soulou- 
quo on his landing at tliis port, and who was 
ou 'ha s'afi of President Geflrard. 

TbeUaUinn man oUwar Galatea, which 
left, on the I3th instant for St Maro, on her 
arrival with the news that President GeU- 
rard had ubdicited, was eaized by ihu revo- 
lutionists, Uioaimed, tho crew imprisoned, 
uiid lbo vessel moored under ibe guns o[ the 
fort. Ou tho Ifjih instant, the insurruetiou- 
i«ie made a putjiic attempt to break into the 
Cu-iom bouse and Treasury, bat were not 
fuccessfuh lo their endeavor to procure 
arms and uniiiiunition from tbo arsonal they 
wore nio'^e successful, tho niagaziiia having 
been broken open by them and n large quan- 
tity of weapons and ammunitiou secured 
and carried away. 

South Aiucrica. 

By way of raonma wo (S. F. Bullelin) 
bavo Valparaiso dates of iMarcb 17lh ai.d 
Callao dates of March 28th. There is very 
little newa of interest. 

The queatioD of war or peace still remains 
unsctrled in Chile, but tbe probability is that 
tbe present administration will accept o( u 
mediation, although it is thought auoh a 
course would lead to a revolution. 

La Palria •f Talparaiao says : — Tbe pres- 
ent condition cl affairs and tba policy pur- 
sued by Ibe cabinet put it beyond a doubt 
thai we aro to have cliher a truce Of the me« 
di.iiioo ol the United Stales. 

The Mereurio thinks tbo Spaniards have 
no intention of paying acotber warlike visit 
to the I'ucHic. 

'I'he same paper remarks: — Tho .'ortifiea- 
lioiis of Valparaiso are being worked ot wilh 
great assiduity, aud tboy have received Ihe 
approbation ot a distinguished Belgian en- 
(>inoei' consulted thereupon by the Govern- 
ment of Chile. 

Tbe new loan of SIOOOOOOO. contracted 
in London, baa caused a favorable impres- 
sion on die public mind. 

The Great IVIeigg's Lottery has taken 
placo. Tho name et the owner of the lucky 
ticket, No. C2 931, which won lbo house 
valued at $85,647, had not transpiro'. 

Sumo ezcitemeot existed among political 
parties in regard to the coming election. 

Tbo Prussian brig Trilon, which sailed 
from Valparaiso iu October last ou a private 
cruise, bad returned after an absence of 123 
'.lays, and reports having disrovered an 
island covered with guano ut a distance ol 
800 miles Irom llie co isl. 

In Peru ConL'ross bas under ils consider" 
ation tbe draft for a new CutiRtitution. Tho 
debates and discussions ou iho aiticle con 
corning public worship are carried ou io a 
s|iirit ol Independcnoo or«diiable to Ihe Na- 
lioiuil Legislature, Tbe intoleracoe of the 
prevailing parly has provoked tt Vigorous op- 
[Kisiiion. 

Thu iiin«l perfect harmony prevails on tbe 
reluiion of the allied republic, aod nolhiog 

can bo uiuiciputad concerning tho solution ol 
tho Spanisli quoslion. (Joeen Victoria's 
message muy have induced many lo bi:lievo 
ihal the hjuropeuu meJiaiioii was rejeo'ed, 
and that offered by ibe Uaited States bas 
some probabilities of ruocess. 

'I'he yi/i;«urio of Lioja s \ys that Admiral 
Tucker, ol the Peruvian Navy, has tendered 
bis rosignation to that Govcruuient. 

On the 28ih ol March the steamer Moteor. 
wliicb gave ao much troublo to tho United 
Stales authorities previous to boe sailing 
Irom Isew York, and for whose good br- 
havior bonds were than givoii, was handed 
over by tho captain lo tho Govorninont o( 
Peru, in Iho bay ot Callao. and placed under 
Captain Jones ol the Poiuvian Navy.

Tbe Lata Awful Explosion In Soutbern 
Italy. 

(Corrcspondonco of tbo London Times.) 
Naplks, Februury 23,— One of the sad- 
dest disasters we bavo knDvm since 1858, 
when tbo hort ol St. V nconzo was blown 
up, happened nt Posilipp.i yesterday. About 
11 o'clock iu tbo furennon, we heard the 
sound as it were of a distant txplosin, and 
mnch unxioty ond sgitotioo esialed. 'i'bo 
National Guards and Ibe GoardS^of : Public 
Security wero itnmcdialoly on the alert, nut 
knowing what mi(;ht be the cause ol it, and 
uncertain wbcro tloir Eorvieea might be 
needed. Very sbonly however, the newa 
arrived that a mngnzinu of powder had blown 
up at Posilippo, and great numbers of lbo 
nuthoriticB, civil and military, were soon 
hurrying ti tbe spot. Tbe powder magazine 
was in a deer> hollow underneath the villa, 
and high above it across the gap is a vine- 
yard, Sovon hodim had beon carried up 
Ihcrc — threo of cliildri'n, four of men, two ol 
whom wero soliliers one of the iV jrines, ihu 
other ol tho 22d Iteginiunl ; und u woman's 
bead Iny covered over in a basket, A man, 
half fraotiO) was ruoning About in search of 
his wife and three children, white a poor 
woman with nn infant at her breast sat 
weeping lor her husband, acd rocking heisidl 
in all the imbecility of unavailing grief.

Juulcson 
acknowledged that he was at the houso drink' 
ing lum with Turn.r, but charged that tho 
latter, ia a Qc of jealuusiy, struck him first 
whca ho returned the. blow nith compound 
interest; : The .^oomplainaat'a iittte girl swore 
that Jackson yiruok^tieV father ffitlitiut canso 
or provocation, and ofHoei McMillan said 
that when be went in the house an hour 
after Ibe assault, he saw Turner lyingi insen- 
sible on the floor and bleeding -freely. The 
iiingistratc, alter remarking upon the bru- 
lalily of the assault, fined Jackson S25 ; in 
default of payment, two months' imprison" 
inciit.

Tho niugistrate, iu 
(icLidinS) appears to bavo taken a proper 
view of the case, tho Govern niont by the 
leirns ot llie new eliarter having regained 
potsessiun of u largo tract of valuable mining 
laud tvbicb was formerly held by the Com- 
pany. 

Amos J. Switzer. of Cbieago, was absent 
on business from that city from Jan. Ist to 
Feb. ICili. of the preBent year. On his loturn 
be found Ihut lii.s wile, Hosa Ai., had ob- 
laioed a bill ol ilivotce fioni him, on tho 
^lonnd of cruel treatment. It was the first 
inuiiiatiuii that lio hud that she was dis- 
.sa"i<lied with th -ir married lil"*. It appynr- 
eil that 1)110 Saiifonl wad tho ijiily witness iu 
Case, and he bad inunitd the divorced woman 
soon after the decree. Switzer had been

^cimeoof the panther tribe, appreciating the 
quulity of matioo bred on Mr Weir's farm 
at Metchosin, paid a visit to Gordonbasb 
about a fortnight ago, but had scarcely lick- 
ed his lips altor the fca.^t to which bo bud 
helped himself thuo the do!;s were after him, 
and when Mr Weir Icllowed up he found 
bioi " treed," so discharging tho contents ol 
a revolver in order to blind him, he re'urned 
for a heavier '.veapoo lo the farm. His eon 
Adam Weir, then accompanied him to the 
scene of coiiflict, and by a well directed 
shot, which pierced bis beurC, brought him to 
the ground. After a short skirmish viriib 
the dogs he was secared and bis skin now 
ftdoros the entrance to Gordonbasb. This 
makies about tbe hundredth paothtr destroy- 
ed by Mr Weir and bis son, and tbe flrst of 
this season in the district. Two Eummers 
ago they secured fifteen, so that we may ex- 
pect to hear of further execution.

It is fear- 
ed that in the event cf u freshet, from the lo> 
cation of the dam and the manner in which 
it is oonstvucted, tbe flume will be seriously 
injured if not altogether carried awoy 
^.Tbere ore some thirty or forty men on the 
jJvofSs.aiting for sornoihing to lurn up. 

Trophies trom lioNiariitATZ. — A shmt 
time ago, 10,000 Austrion nniforras, part ol 
the spoils token in the battle o( Koniggraiz 
wore disposed of by tbe Prussians. The 
enterprising individuals who bought them 
were buoyed up with the idea that tho Aus- 
trian Uoveroment would be but too happy 
to repurchase at ony price thcso unpleasant 
memeoloes of deleat. But what was their 
dismay on finding tho Vienna authorities cl 
a different opinion ! Their offer was flatly 
declined, it being, as it seems, a point ol 
etiquette in the Austrian service to use no 
pieces of military equipment which have 
pasecd through tho enemy's hands. I'reco- 
dent makes us inclined to think that tbe dis- 
carded coals will eventually And Ibeir way 
across Ibe ocean, to re-appeur on the backs 
of the South Americao soldiery.
